As  this  fo.ctor  is  less  than  unity,  the  Standardised,  or  corrected 
Death  Rate  is  loss  than  the  Crude  Death  Rate.  This  indicates  that  Eye  has  a 
greater  ’’weighting''  of  elderly  persons  than  the  average  for  the  rest  of  the 
country.
